THE CHINESE QUESTION. 



Wo think tlmt wc may venture 
(without doing them a particle of iu- 
justico) to say that the political Trinity 
across tho Bay have abandoned any in- 
tention of further legislating on the 
subject of the "Yellow Agony." Tho 
failure of their Bill, which should luivo 
been entitled "A Bill to render abor- 
tive. any.' attempt to protect the white 
laijOTingf olassesji'-.waa'so complete thp.t 
tho .Goyernment have since been un- 
able to gather themselves together 
again'on the subject, and it is evident 
that no relief need now bo expected 
from that quarter. Their failure to ap- 
peal from tho decision of Mr. J ustice 
(&BAY,yniniiBhes": sufficient proof that 
they knew the 'Bill could not stand. 
We are informed that when Mr. De- 
Cosmos reached Ottawa he was both 
amazed and indignant to find that no 
appeal had been onter'^d, and his reso- 
lution oflered in the House was an im- 
plied censture.on the British .Oolumbia 
Government for their inactiom A few 
days ago wo read in a local print a 
rather long letter from Mr. DeCosmos 
on tho subfect of Chinese immigration. 
The hon. writer aijpear.s to bo terribly 
in earnest, but seems to be unable to 
furnish a single practical idea as to the 
best mode o£ dealing with tho undcsii-- 
able portion of our population. It is 
true that-he recommends agitation and 
tells tho public, almost in the words of 
tlio plantation song, 

"Takee oil your coat, boys, and roUcc up yoursleibc, 
Jordan am a hard read to trabble I bcliub," 

But he fails to instruct them as to the 
proper place at which they should com- 
DaenSe; operations. . To be effective agi- 
liftuon' must be intelligent. If a man 
or class have n grievance they must be 
able not only to state that grievance 
but to suggest a remedy. If the junior 
member for Victoria Oily at Ottawa 
has a clear idea of what he wants done 
he should state it As yet we have 
ITea'/d^but one practical suggestion and 
that was advanced by a local member 
for the City nt a meeting of the Work- 
ingmen'a Protective A.ssociation. Ho 
advocated the passage of a cubic air 
law, by means of which tho Chinese 
might bo reached without coming in 
conflict with the conRt'tntfnn. 



[Fer StCAmcr Alaskiut 
Discoveries' were made at tho Blan- 
tyre Coliery, near Glasgow, wiicre a 
terriblo explosion on the 3rd of July 
destroyed thirty lives, that some of the 
men kad tobacco pipes and a false key 
to the safety lamp, which was found 
open, making it probable that the ex- 
plosion was "caused by a reckless at- 
tempt to take a smoke in a situation 
where it could not fail to be attended 
by tremendous shock. 

A drinking fountain has been open- 
ed for the use of the public at the 
junction of five streets, centred at the 
foot of Leraan street, Whitechapel. 
The inscription on the base of the 
plinth is: "This fountain has been erect- 
ed by Emma, wife of Mr. Nathaniel 
Montefiore, in loving memory of her 
brother, Sir Francis Henry Goldsuiid, 
Bart, M. P. for Peading. Born 1st 
May, 1808; died 2nd iMay, 1878.

Ht^re arc more than a million of 
people, ujion whom eircuinstances have 
laid what used to be called in Catholic 
countries an interdict, silencing all 
bells, withdrawing all priests, sliuttiug 
all sacred buildings, and not one in a 
hunilrcd cares, nor i.s one in ten so 
much as fully awai'o of tlui difference 
between the region he lives in and the 
r(\st of the world. It is this which 
strikes us as so wonderful and so litths 
notii.cd. Hov.- does it happen tjiat here 
in London, in the richest and most civ- 
ilized of capitals-, jjoopled by a race per- 
haps as gooil, and certainly as respecta- 
ble as any other, the want which so- 
ciologists say is the most ins(incti\e of 
humanity is so little felt - or, for wo 
must not forget that cniu'eiwilile reply, 
appears to be so little felt. Here area 
million of people, fairly fed, fairly in- 
telligent, fairly orderly, who seem to 
care as little aljout tlie grejit i)roblem 
of tlie "wiiencc and whither" as the 
aninialH do, or the lislios, to h.avo no 
feeling at .nil aljout it, no desire for tho 
anv :i|)('eial form of worship or mode of 
expressing rcligiou.'-' feeling, no fear that 
it they neglect it utterly anything will 
hajipen to them. No other jDeoplo ex- 
cept tlie C'liine.se seem to be in that 
fi'.'ime of mind. 

If Last hondoii v,-ero addicted to odd 
iieresies or to strange forms of worship, 
or were skeptical or superslitiou-s, or 
given to in-door religion, or to the 
worship of goorlness which prevails in 
some parts of Clormany, it wouhl 1)0 
intelligible; but tlio continual apathy 
of uiillions on the subject, la.'iting for 
generations, ami never disturbed ex- 
cept l;y efibrts from without, is surely 
very strange. 'There are skeptics in 
East London, and .fierce skeptics, but 
the body of the people are not skeptics, 
have none of tho sort of irritable dis- 
like of religion and the clerical order 
shown in Paris and Berlin. A very 
small proportion would declare them- 
selves iniidels, perhaps as small as tho 
]iroi)ortion among tho private soldiers, 
among whom such an announcement is 
the rarest of e\-entH. They have to 
Faith on joining, and in 
I tho great garrison of ^Ialta a fha[)lain 
who cared alioiit the matter found that 
in foui' years only one man had asked 
to be recorded a.s an inlidel. The otli- 
cv.t presiding, greatly surprised, asked ! 
the man twice, and twice receivincf the j 
same reply, entered him as " Member j 
of the Ciiiirch of I'ngland." "What 
else could 1 do V ho asked, in answer 
to a subsequent rcnnonstrance, " there's | 
no congregation of them."

Tho body having been viewed 
the following.' evidence was adduced : 

Sand. Cliiiord deposed that at half-past 
C o'clock yesterday morning ho was going'' 
aboard tho schooner Carolena in tlio liar- 
bor, whon ho saw tho body of tho deceas- 
ed tloating in the water about half-way 
botwoon tho Hudson Bay wharf and Capt. 
Lewis' house. Witness fotchcd tho Ixuly 
to the wharf and coninumicated wilh tlie 
Police. 

OllicerQuain dopose<l that in company 
of tho Superintendent of Police he went 
to tlio foot of the stairs at tlio Hudson 
Bay Co. 's wharf and found tho docoasod 
Ij'ing on his back in the water.

News was received here yesterday after- 
noon per steamer Isabel of the wreck of 
tho -Amorican bark (lem of the Oce.an 
(624 tons), Capt. Hawse. The vessel, 
which was laden wilh coal from Scattlo 
and bound for San Francisco, went 
ashoro, during the prevalence of foggy 
weather a few nights since, on the west 
coast of this Island at a point about 8 
miles southeast nf Port San .fuaii iind is a 
total loss. She wa.s built at .Medford, 
Mas.s., iu 1852, and belongs to the jiort 
of San Francisco. She was constructed 
of oak and was 152 ft. long with 3:5 ft. 
beam and 201 depth of hold. For many 
yearn she has been engaged in llie coid 
■ trade between Puget Sound and San 
Francisco. Just bofcn'c the dojiartaro of 
tho steamer Lsabel from Port Townsend 
tho captain and crow arrived there in bo.ita 
bringing intelligence of the disa-ster. The 
captain states that the vessel was rapidly 
breaking up when he loft her and that it 
will be impossible to cave any part of her 
or her cargo. She was owned liy i\Icasra. 
Dingwall A Co. of San Francisco and in- 
sured in the Firemen's Fund of that city.

De- 
ceased fell into a drunken sleep aboard 
the Emma, but sidisoquently came ashore. 
Witness left him between (i and 7 on 
Sunday evening. He .said he would not 
go to the Occidental Hotel and then pro- 
ceeded up Yates streets 'Witness wanted 
him to go and lie down so that he could 
get sober. Deceased wn\d<l not tlo so.

Sztraov&inary Scene at tbs Trial of 
a Murdoross. 

A remarkable .scene ooeurred .'it the 
Old Bailey oo the 8th inst. at Uie con 

elusion of the trial of the women 
Cathnrine NVebstor, foi' tlio imirdor of 
Mrs Thomas, her mistress, in Marcli 
l.'ist. I )ui'ing the abscnee of the jury 
to consider their \i'niict there wa.s a 
rumour that the iirisoncr was ettceinft: 
Mr. Bleigli, tho woman's counsel, enter- 
ed the dock and sent foi- tho prisoner, 
who appeared in tears. She leant her 
lip.ad on Sir. Sleigh's shouldpr, and ro- 
maineil in that attitude in conver.sa- 
tion with him over five minutes. Af- 
ter an ab.sence of ono hour and ten 
minutes. tho jury returned into Court 
with a verdict of guilty. Silence being 
proclaimed, the iirisoner was asked in 
the usual form wlietlier she hail any- 
Lhing to say why .sentonon of deatii 
should not lie jaonounced upon her. 
She mailu a .statement to tho efl'ect 
that she WHS instigated to the crime 
by a man who was the father of her 
boy, and that he was tho really guilty 
party. The Judge pronounced sentence 
of death, after which the counsel for 
tho prisoner .said his client had a i)Iea to 
ad vanco in stay of execution. The prisoner 
on being askecl what her plea was, said 
she was pregnant. A jury of matrons, 
consisting of warders and nurees, was 
then sworn. Tho jury of men having 
left the jury box, the jury of matrons 
took their ])laces. Tho .Judge intjuired 
whether tlic surgeon to the goal was in 
attendance. Tho governor said he was 
not. The J udgo said then lie ought to 
bo in such a case as this. As^t was 
not possible now to find him, he would 
ask Dr. Bond, whom lio saw in court, 
to made an examination of the prison- 
er. Tho prisoner then retired with 
Dr. Bond into tlio jury loom. After 
an absence of ten minutes, tho matron 
of the goal was sworn^ and examined, 
and said that she was in a position to 
state that the prisoner was not preg- 
nant. Dr. Bontl w.is sworn, and said 
the prisoner wus not quick with child. 
He could not say whether siio was 
pregnant or not, but he thought not. 
The J udgo said that in all his 32 years' 
experience ho liad never had such a 
singular case as tliit:, or ono calling for 
a jury of matrons, IIo, however, knew 
the lav,' rcqviiri.'d tliat tho prisoner 
should not be cjuick with child. His 
lordshij) then jiut it to tho jury of ma- 
trons to say whether they were satis- 
fied, or whether they would like to 
make any further esatnination. The 
jury of matrons .said they were quite 
satisticd, and the prisoner was luft for 
execution.

If 
tho apex of Roof should exceed tho height 
of Fire Walla, tlion the Roof Wu»t.,be 
covered with such material a.s will afTotd 
protection against Firo. In tho caso of 
Gables tho Wall.s are to be carried up to 
tho full lioight of tho Apex of said Roof. 
The term Building, aa applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for stor.age of Coal, Wood or Wliarf 
Shods. 

.1. All Repairs to Buildings oonstructod 
of brick, stono, or other iiicombuBtible 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordiiuuico. 

4. Tho Wooden Buihlini; witliin tho 
said Fivo Ijimits simll not bo altorod or 
changed without the written permission of 
tlio Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
the Fiio Wai'tlens, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes ro- 
quirctl, and no such permit shall be given 
if any increase will be made by tho pvQ« 
posed change or alteration \w tho m« of 
any Wooden Puijcling within tJio aaid 
Limits, or if andh repaij-B or aUerationa 
will inopoaso tho value of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. The ap- 
lilications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall bo kept on file in the 
oitico of tho City Clerk, 

5. No Building within tho said Firo 
Limita shall bp removed except to a por- 
tion of tJio same lot on which it alandi oy 
to a point outside the Firo Limita. ' 

0, Whenovor any building shall bo by 
any means ho nuicli injured as to bo, in 
tho judgment of tho Chief Engineer and 
a majority of tho Firo Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limita shall, 
in tho judgment of the Chief Engirioor 
and a majority of tho Firo Wardcna,- bo 
damaged by fire to the extent of oiio-haU 
or more of its ,'\ctunl Vftluo, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon the 
owner or pei-son having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, .and tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving tho same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One StdVii jfiui'Wiuf/«— Foundations 
to bo not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
nosB and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as tho case may 
be, brick walls to bo not less than twelve 
inches thick. Tu-o Story Buildings-,, 
Foundations to bo not less than twoiityt 
two inches thick ai)d not less tlian cigliT 
teon inches in the hard clay or grave), ;ia 
tho case mtiy bo. Brick Walls— Gioaml 
floor to bo not loss tlinn ?event?en- iRohlf I 
thick; first floor not less than ■ twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any jierson or peraons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more thari one hiindrpd 
dollars, and each day of in.aintaining op 
coiitimiiiig such violation pliall be. (IcpiTlpd 
a now oliencc and puiiishpd accordingly. 

9. Tlio Chief Engineer pf tho Victoria 
Fire Dcpartpicnt and the Ykc Wiir^ens 
are vetjuit'pd to boo that tho provlBlonil of ^ 
this Bylaw are enforced a\\d to make conV'.* 
plaints in the Pojicp Court for' violation 
thereof.
